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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.183 filed April 
2, 2001, under 37 CFR 1.183 requesting waiver of 37 CFR § 1.172 
which requires that the assignee of the entire interest agree to 
the filing of this reissue application, and acceptance of the 
reissue application as filed. 

The petition is granted to the extent infra. 

As noted in MPEP 1410.01, where the written consent of all the 
assignees of the patent cannot be obtained, the filing of the 
reissue application, on petition, may be accepted. It appears 
that, in this case, there is but one assignee of the entire 
interest, but the ultimate successor in title is not yet known to 
petitioner. As further noted in § 1410.01, however:
